REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


Although there has been a large entering class at the 
Locke Mills school the total enrollment has remained about 
the same as last year, 

You are indeed fortunate in having five excellent teach- 
ers in your schools this year. Mrs. Lurvey and Mrs. Ring at 
Locke Mills and Mrs. Doris Slattery at the Tubbs School are 
back from last year. Mrs. Colista Morgan, after a year’s ab- 
sence, is again at the Greenwood City school. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Wight, who has had much experience with primary grades 
in Bethel, has the large primary group at Locke Mills. Music 
under the supervision of Mrs. Beth Abbott has been intro- 
duced into the Locke Mills school for one-half day each week. 

For the past three years, while most towns have been 
raising their appropriations for schools, there has been no 
inerease in School Maintenance appropriations in Greenwood. 
Finally, it becomes necessary to appropriate a large amount 
more to take care of the necessities for the coming year. Your 
committee has, for 1948, recommended a $3,300 more over- 
all than for the previous years. This is the figure after cut- 
‘ing down just as closely as seemed safe. 

Just what are the reasons for this? Here are some of the 
larger details. The cost of High School Tuition for 1948 will 
be $1500 greater than for 1946. The combined increases in 
fuel, janitors’ service, and conveyance was $850 more in 1947 
than in 1946. Should we expect a decrease in 1948? The 
net increase in amount paid to teachers was about $600 over 
1946. Part of this will come back in the 1948 state fund. 
Textbooks and supplies together increased about $400. Ex- 
penses should he considerably less for these accounts this 
coming year. On top of all this vou will be receiving only 
$850 in equalization as compared to $2400 in the past few 
years. 

Some repairs are definitely needed but the committee 
felt, due to the large expense in School Maintenance, that it 
would be best to forego all large repair jobs until another 
year. 

Federal Aid for school lunches is again being used to 
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help support the program at Locke Mills. This alone, how- 
ever, is not enough, and without help from the teachers, the 
generous support of interested citizens and community or- 
ganizations it would hardly be possible. All this is highly 
commendable and makes possible the serving of a complete 
lunch to any student who wishes it, irrespective of his ability 
to pay. 

This has been a very successful year for the Greenwood 
Schools. and I wish to express my appreciation to all those 
who helped to make this possible.

WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Jason R. Bennett, a Constable of the Town of Greenwood 
in the County of Oxford, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby directed 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall, at Locke’s Mills Village, in said town, on Monday, the 
first day of March, 1948, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to aecept the reports 
of the municipal officers for the year 1947. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see what sum the town will vote to pay, per 
day, the selectmen, assessors and overseers of the poor for 
their services. 

Art. 6. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 
missioner, or commissioners, establish their number, and fix 
their pay. 

Art. 8. To eleet a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 9. To elect one member of the school committee for 
three years, and all other necessary town officers for the en- 
suing year. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. The support of common schools and payment of high 
school tuition. 

2. The purchase of textbooks, 
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3. Repairs and insurance on schoolhouses. 
4. The purchase of common school supplies. 


5. Salary of superintendent and office supplies. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will instruct the superintend- 


ing school committee to re-open any closed school if they 
deem it advisable. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to pay the members 
of the school committee for their services for 1947. 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$25.00 for public health nursing in Greenwood, said sum to 
be expended: by the State Bureau of Health, for local serv- 
ices. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for State aid road construction, under provisions 
of Seetion 19, Chapter 28, R. S. of 1930, or under provisions 
of Seetion 3, Chapter 289, Public Laws of 1987. 

Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate at least $598.00 for the maintenance of third class 
. roads. 


Art. 16. To see what sums of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the following accounts: 

1. Winter roads, snow removal, sanding, repairs, ete. 

2. The support of summer roads and bridges. 
The maintenance of State and State aid roads. 
4, The payment of interest. 
5. Town officers’ bills and miscellaneous expenses. 
6. The support of the poor.

Art. 17. To see what sums per hour the town will vote 
to pay men, teams, trucks and tractors with drivers for labor 
on the highways. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasur- 
er’s and tax collector’s bonds. 
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Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to insure the town tractor or traciors against 
property damage and personal liability. 

Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes, for the purpose of paying obligations of the 
town: such loan or loans to be paid during the current muni- 
cipal year, out of money raised during said eurrent municipal 
year by taxes ‘Said loans not to exceed in the aggregate 
$18,000.00. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to cell such real estate acquired by tax liens as they 
may deem advisable for the best interest of the town, and 
convey the same by quitelaim deed. Such real estate to be 
advertised and sold to the highest bidder. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to be used for cutting bushes along the highway, and 
fix that sum. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to fix a date when 
all taxes shall be paid to the collector. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the ecol- 
lector to charge interest on taxes unpaid after a certain date, 
such date and interest rate to be fixed by vote of the town 
under this article. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,000.00 for the payment of tractor note due Dee. 30, 1948. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to contract for an additional street light near R. 
C. Dunham’s house. Also near Cecil Kimball’s house. 


Art. 27. To see what: action the town will take in regard 
to the purchase of fire fighting equipment and raise and 
appropriate money for the same.

Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purchase of culverts for town 
roads and fix that sum. 


Art. 29. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
